TciioNTO, M.iy 21.— Liciil. ( lovci iior 
Ciiirpbell, of Gutario, who Ims beuii .suiioua- 
ly ill for tho post six inonlha, died this 
uftornoon. Sir Alexander CinipbuU for ,'!5 
years has baon by no means an inHignilicant 
ligaro in public ulVairs. In IS.'iS, at that 
tiine bobUng high rank as an Ontario liar- 
riator, he oiilered the LegiMlative t'ouncil of 
Canada, as representative of the Ciitiiriujui 
Division, five yeara later beconnng epeaker 
of that august assemblage, a year after be- 
ing ( 'oinnii.ssioncr of Crown I^ands in the 
T.ich(;M;.i;(b)i)al(l aibniiiist ration, and re- 
taining, until confederation, the .sanio port- 
folio in tile .\Iae<lonald-Cn.rler C'abinut. At 
coiifeiiiratiou lie was ealled to the 
Senate, ami lubi the [Kjrtfolio of Podtinaster 
General in the lirst Coveriitiipnt of tho Do- 
minion, innoediately prior to the defeat of 
tho MacdonaM Oovonunent discharging 
the duties of the newly created Ucpartrncnt 
of the Interioi . Ho was all this tiino joint 
(b)vi ri,inent leader in the .Senate, with 
lion. .Jean C. Cl'.ai)i'.is, reprenenting tlie 
French element in the lied Chamber. The 
p(.'rsunal friendship that existed between 
Alexander Campbell and John A. Miicdon- 
ald was very warniand bot h repre.sented the 
good oUI "Limestone City" in their respec- 
tive IFinisca. Sir Ale.xiuuler, although u 
strong parLiz. ui, was woiulerfully mild 
nnmnered. He was well gifted with 
the -suavilif in modo, though he 
was unquestionably fortiter in re. He 
niaDifestud this in his management of the 
Senate, alike when he hada strong majority 
at his commund as when the Mackecziu ( lov- 
ernnicnt on their advent to power had 
altered tho party strength. He wa.s rtne of 
tliose whom, on the anniversary of her 
birth, in 1879, Her Majesty was pleased to 
create a K.C.M.G., and somewhat singular 
is it that on the same oopurrence thirteen 
years later — he, one of his former loader's 
thirteen faithful colleagues — should have 
been called uway from the scene of his 
political triuniphs and reverses to honors 
far higher than those wliich in ih 
natural course of events it wotdd have 
soon become incuniljent on liiin 
surrender. The character of the 
n.an may \Yell be understood when it is re 
nienibered thit he has had as his lirst Min- 
ister, during bus occupancy of the Lieut.- 
Oovernorship. so strong u grit politician as 
Hon. Oliver Mowat, of whom Sir Alexan- 
dcr'd friends have been accustomed to speak 
of as "the Little Tyrant." Diametrically 
opposed to each other, as they liad been 
when the deceased was u politician, never 
(hies it appear tliat he sought improperly to 
interfere with the man whom the people of 
Ontario had eleeled to his counsels. .Sir 
.Vlexaiider's death will be deeply regrctte 
thioughout the countiy, and with 
him passes away another of the 
men who co-oj)f ral<;d to nnike u Confeder- 
ated Canada, be having been u member of 
the historical (Quebec Conference. It is 
worthy of remark in what quick vuccession 
Sir John Macdonald, Hon. Alexander Mac- 
kenzie and Sir Alexander Campbell have 
been removed by death. 

.Sir Alexander was a son of the late 
ibunes Campbell, and was born in 

Vorkshirc, lM]glaud, in March lHi'2, obtain- 
ing luH education at f^iicliine, St. Hyacintho 
and Kingston. He was ealled to the bar in 
isi,!, \ias ex oflicio a bencher of tho Law 
.Society of Ontario, and he was Dean of tho 
Faculty of Law in the University of Queen's 
College, Kingston, in ISIiO.

The new Government steamer Quadra 
which left Victoria on the Dth of the pre i 
ent month with Professor Macoun on board 
bound for the Pribyloll" islands, now lies a 
wreck in Rose harbor, one of the best known 
hays iiidciiling the coast of the Queen Char- 
lotto island group. 

Capt. James Gaudin, Professor Macoun 
Second Kngincer Cullum, Fireman Davies 
and three seamen reached here last evening 
by the steamer Chieftain, which was charter 
ed at Port Esaington to bring the news to 
Victoria and take assistance from here to 
the scene of the disaster, where Chief 
I'higinccr Grant, and tho remainder of the 
ship's company have gone into camp. There 
is still a prospect of saving the new steamer, 
and tho Sir James Douglas, with divers and 
material for "patching up," will go up as 
soon as she can be made ready for service, 
manned and provisioned.. 

The aceidcntocourred on Saturday , the 1 I th 
iiifit,, and is thus described by the (Quadra's 
master: On the morning of the Hth it was 
decided to run in to Rose Harbor, in order 
to give Profnssor Macoun an opportunity of 
commiinic.itiDg with the scalers who 
there astembie to secure fresh water, 
riie (,|uadra's course was through Hoiiston- 
.Slewart Channel, which is marked in all 
charts of the locality as a good, safe pas- 
sago. At about (i n.ni. the l^luadra grazed 
an unmarked rock, and passed on, and a 
few niiiuites later the shiii was fmnid to be 
(illiiig. The ]miiips were started iniim di- 
tttely, but were useless to check tho 
inrush ot walnr, which ipiickly lilled tho 
fore coinpartmenls. Then full speed was 
got up and the steamer headed for the 
beach. 

The tide at tho time was ut its lowest 
ebb — had it been otherwise tho Quadra 
would no doubt have passed over the 
treacheious reef, and its existence would 
have remained unknown. As the steamer 
now lies, she is almost completely sub- 
merged ut high water, while at low water 
her deck is clear. 

After two days' unsuccessful work in at- 
tempting to free and lloal the ship, Capt. 
<b'udin and his party look Ijoat, end rowing 
and sailing, made tneir way to the Skeeua, 
u run of 1G2 miles. There the Chieftain 
was engaged, and her run down will stand 
ns a record for olhcra of her size to break if 
they can. 

The damage to the steamer cannot be 
estimated, and Capt. Gaudin can only say 
that he is confident of his ability to ])atch, 
float, and bring tho Quadra to the lvs(|ui- 
malt dock. Having no divers aboard, an 
examination could not be made at alL The 
engine room lilled quickly after the ac- 
cident, but Engineer Grant and his crew 
remained at their posts until driven on 
deck by the water. 

The rock which brought the Quadra to 
grief is none of tho three marked on the 
eharts, but is in the center of the surveyed 
channel ilescribcd as safe and capaciouv. 
Those who came down with Captain Cau- 
din, Rev. Messrs. (iurd and Collinson, 
Siiy lliiil the iiccideiil was one widen no 
foicsigliL or skill could have anticip.ited. 

A condensed report of the riisusler was 
wired by Capt. (laudin to tho Minister of 
.Murine last evi ning, and all neeessary steps 
will no doubt be taken at iince lor the relief 
of the ship, ^^•hicll is now being looked after 
'liy Chief I'higiiieer (irant andliftcenof llie 
crew, who arj living in tents asliore. An 
enquiry will no doubt follow as a matter of

Brig- 
ham was 2.'i years old. While he was in tho 
fields, he was shut from un.busli by a 
negro, who fired three shots from a 
Winciicster rille, killing Mr. Brigham 
instantly. The n"gro llieii walked to 
the |)huilation residence, sutr.inoned Col. 
Phillijis and told him tliat ho had killed 
Brigham, and wanted to be hanged for it. 
Col. Phillips put a rope arounn tho negro's 
neck, pulled the rope over llie liinb of a 
tree, and the negro mms soon swinging in a 
death struggle. No motive is as.signed fur 
the murder, and it is tliouglit the negro 
was insane, although lie had lived on tlie 
plantation for years without giving any 
signs of unsound mind.

Victoria Again Victorious in tho Field 
Sports -In a Blaze of 
Light 



The Celebration is over. Nothing 
now rcnuiins to bo enjoyed of the 
Queen's |-!irtliday festivities of 1S92 but 
the pleasant ineinory of two briglit and busy 
days, in which interesting events crowded 
each otlier 1:0 clusely that no time was left 
for anything but sight-seeing. 

Monday and Tuesday, May 23 and 24, of 
1S02, will go down to history as remarkable 
days for Victoria — days of victory for the 
home athleles, days of enjoynieut for citi- 
zens and visitors, and days unmarked by 
any accident to life or limb, any riotous con- 
duct or any lawlessness which might in a. 
manner be expected on shch an oooasioD. 

The good order during the Celebration, 
was one of its most prominent features. 

And the programme, too, while contain- 
ing no especial novelties, was made up of 
as varied and well contested atliletic sports 
as one could wish for. There was baseball 
tor the lovers of the great American game* 
cricket for the British born, lacrosse for 
Canadians, and racing, the regatta and the 
fireworks for one antl all. Can any city 
under the good old ll.ig of Britain with a 
corresponding population, lioast a more 
loyal or more complete demonstration than 
that with which VictoriauB honored the 
birthd'jy of their Queen ? 

Long before even tho email boy and his 
fire-crackers had made their appearance 
yesterday, Old Sol bad risen from Ids cloudy 
cuuch, 

" The bri-;lit forerunner of a j;lorioU3 day." 

The herald was a truo one, and the con- 
tinuation of ilond-iy's delightful weather to 
the end of the celebration was asaurecL 
With bright sun and cloudless sky the 
merry makers had nothing to ask for, and 
everyone turned out of doors early iu order 
lo iiiisB nothing on the programme. In the 
morning the streets were full of promcn- 
aders und driving parties of visitors, who 
utilized tlio time befoio the regatta in see- 
ing the ordinary sights of British Columhia's- 
eapilal. The Kuper Island Indian band 
was up with the sun, and in tho morning 
serenaded a number of their friends, the 
Colonist receiving a call among the first. 

By noon, the city was full of musicians;, 
the Roj-al Artillery band had returned to 
Westminster, but there were tho City bund, 
the band of "C" battery. Cross' Imperial, 
band, one or Iwo from the other side of the 
.Sound, and the band of the Victoria 
Athletic Club, v.hich enlivened the baseball 
match at Beacon Hill park. The Warspite 
musicians were the only ones available who 
were not pressed into servioe. 

The sports at the Hill commenced early, 
the Collegiate cricket match and the base- 
bull game being contested' aimultaneouslyu 
Both were over by I o'clock, and then , th&= 
rush for points of vantage from vvhiob to- 
view the rugatla ouiiiuieuuud. Alinoefc 
every house and store in the city was 
deserted, and their occupants in bouts or iir 
'busses, in buggies or on bieyclea, afoot or 
all, Hit, joined the procession to the (ioige. 

l!y lv,-o o'clock tho oily was practically 
emptied, und a cannon ball could liave made 
the journey of Government street without 
meeting xvith opposition, except, perhaps, 
from an odd Chinaman. 

The return home conimoncod about five- 
o'clock, aiiel an h.uur later the streets were 
again lilack with moving mas'ies of human- 
ity. Thu hotels, parks and piililic build- - 
iiii'S wero once more lilled and the peojile 
secured whiit rest they could before hasten- 
ing to the Hill to witness the earniviil 
parade and display oi fireworks which 
brought the Celebration to a fitting close.

charming of Victoria's ))Ie iauro spots, the 
Arm, yesterday presented a scene of lioppi- 
ness and life, tho like of which has never 



before been seen. Not at any time in pre- 
vious years (and there iiavo been some emi- 
nently successful regattas) was there exhi- 
bited such enthusiasm. Thcusanda crowd- 
ed the shores and thousanda more 
viewed Hie sports from the innumer- 
able skill's, pleasure boats, launches, 
and scows «liicli covered tbo •■vatcr. From 
the Corgo bridge down to tho narrows and 
even beyond, every available point was 
simply black with crowds. Stationed at the 
stand near the ollieial starters' and judges' 
barge, was the excellent band o.' C. IvUtery, 
which discoursed sweet music all afternoon 
ar:d did imicli for the pleasure of the outing. 
Up on the iiill tbo vendors of lunches and 
soft drinks and the like plyed their trade 
with enlerprisu e.ud avidity, raking in the 
shckela of the purcliasera with an ever 
widening smile — il waa a liral class day for 
trade. Tho fakirs esiiecially made things 
hum around where they had their stands. 
The man with the dozen dolls who gave 
away a box of "two for tivera" every time 
you hit three of the babies, was crying out 
his wares up on tho hill, running strong 
opposition to the double coon and 
baseball ricket. Tlien there was tho men 
with tho oocoanuta, the knife and riug 
fiend, tho throe card monto sharper, and 
last, but not least, tho trio who worked tlie 
wheel of fortune per centage gamo and grew 
rich on the easy earnings of tne country jay 
in hard luck. 

Ladies and oljildren, too numerous to 
count and too excited over the sports to do 
anything but cheer and clap their hands, 
were to be found along the banks of the 
Arm getting sunburnt and tanaed, but 
they didn't mind— oh, no, it was a great 
day for sport. Others, however, took more 
solid enjoyment after their own tastes in 
having a quiet ramble through the woods 
and eating a regular picnic lunch 
under the trees. Bed coated marines 
from tho ships rubbed shoulders 
and shook hands with the men from the 
balleries and were as merry together as 
could be— a case of "Coniradei>! Comrades;" 
if onlv for the day. Tho soldiers and blue 
jackets celebrated the birthday of Her 
Miijesty with even a little more than the 
usual amount of enihusiasin.

'I'ho coii.se(|iieiiee was that when the' I'liaii- 
lom came up under the starling ropes I lure 
was no one to order lier out, or rather there 
was no one on hauil wilh sullieieiil aiilhor- 
ily to enforce tlie order to "get out," and 
for .some lime there waa talk of bringing 
the [(rogranmie to a sudden liult and calling 
the other events (ilF. A little later on, how- 
ever, there v.as an uiuiei.standiiig c:ime to, 
and the hcow got out of the way, much to 
the sutiafaotioii of tho hugo crowd, many ol 
whom were getting impatiout and not a 
little irritable. 

Amongst the most intere.stiiig, anil err- 
taillly tho iiio.st aiim d.'ig of the cratl- v.i ie 
tho biirlesfjue war.sliips, or, prop 'i ly speak- 
ing, decorated copper punts, fron^ thu naval 
Ueot. They were gotten up in groteaiiue 



imitation of tho War.spite, the Champion, 
tho Daphne and the Nymphe, and manned 
by costumed Bailors whose antics were 
amusing ; they formed an agreeable and en- 
tertaining diversion. One of these punts, 
that representing the Warspite, waa tuvard- 
the prize, .^IS, for the beat decorated punt. 
T!-.e blue j vjketa iiiust have gone to a very 
considerable deal of trouble to make auoh a 
good showing. 

JSesides the oflicial barge, where the 
starters, jutlgea, etc., were located, there 
was a acow, canopied and decorated, used 
as a reception pavilion, where the weary 
•night find rest, and the hungry audthirsty, 
food and drink. The foresiglit of tho Com- 
mittee, in making such excellent orrango- 
ments for eiitertiiining their visitorj and 
guests, added not a little to tho enjoyment, 
and prevented any of tho diacomforis that 
.night otherwise have been experienced, 
oven on such a gloriously Uno day. 

The starting lines for the races were under 
hawsers stretched from shore to shore, the 
main one at the bow of the barge and near- 
est the bridge having suspended over it a 
lino bearing tho many colored signal flags 
from ono of the warships. Tho red, white, 
blue and yellow bunting "fluttered proudly 
in the breeze," as,the ancient saying bath 
it, and looked far more than ordinarily 
pretty with its rich, background of dark 
green formed by the luxuriant foliage on 
either side. The officials were as follows : 
Starter— Capt. E, Brodrick; Co-starters— 
Capt. lion. 15. H. Lambton and Commander 
E. P. Jones, R. N.; referees. Lieutenants 
J. I. Graham and E. H. Davenport, E. N. ; 
measurers. Lieutenant Gibbons, Captain 
Cox and J. H. Seeley: time-keepers, W. A. 
Ward and ^Y. Snider. . It is needless to 
say that each and every one of these gen- 
tlemen .did herculean work and no small 
sliaro of credit attaches to them for tho suc- 
cess of the day's outing. Other oliiecrs 
from tho warships also assisted materially 
and were alwavs around when thero was 
anything tliat needed looking after. Tho 
races came oil' as follows:

McLean, to avoid an incoming barge, pulled 
round on tlie outside.

At \\w start the 
Westminster boys look a slight lead and 
afier going 100 y.irda were a clear length in 
front of their iipponenta. They gradually 
iiiereaacd their lead and pas.svd the turning 
lioat three lengths in fi'ont of their oppon- 
ents, who .steered very wide. In the race 
home the Victoria boya worked like Trojans 
to make up the lost dist.ince, but wore 
unable to do so, and tho Westminster canoe 
crossed the line three lengths ahead wilh a 
good deal in hand.

" Beacon Hill last night I " What a 
vision of loveliness tho.sc word.i conjure up, 
and how long will be treasured in the miniUi 
of all tho thonsamla who were there the 
beautiful scene that came upon their Houses 
as a revelation of the truly picturenpie, 
Craiid as the scenery surrounding this 
favored spot, and iiiagiiiliceiit as are the 
attractions that have been thrown round it 
by the hand of man, more splendid 
in ellect than either was the grand 
pyrotechnic displaj' and illumination — a 
fitting close to two days of glad rejoic- 



ing with which Victorians and multitudes 
of foreign visitors have celebrated tho 73rd 
anniversary of the birthday of the Quean. 

When the regatta was over, shouting and 
all; when the last race had been won and 
lost, and the last, cheer given for tho win- 
ners, the host of pleasure seekers poured 
back into town, filhng the deserted streets 
with laughing, pushing crowds, who quick- 
ly mude their way homo to prepare for the 
final exercises at Heucon Hill. As soon as 
dask catne on, and the hastening darkness 
told of the fast approaching end of one more 
(Juoeu's Birthday, everybody came out 
again, and for over on hour every street 
leading to James Bay was black with 
people all intent on witnessing the fireworks 
and illaminationa. 

At a little after o'clock, the Park and 
and grounds surrounding the lakes presented 
a scene that no pen could describe or any 
brush depict. The impossibility of doing 
full justice to such a beautiful blending of 
colors, and such a charming outdoor fairy- 
land, must be apparent to all who were 
there and saw for themselvs. And there 
were very few citizens and no visitors who 
stayed away.

Into the verj' 
water of the lakes tho lanterns went 
(lancing und glistening on the 
steel lilce surface, and having a thou- 
sand nianj'-culored stars Hung buck 
to them. llipples in pa-la of tho 
water seemed lo be gre'.it b.irs of gold. 
Ai^aiiist I he dark baekyrouiid of the smooth 
lawns beyimd, the radiant twinkling show- 
ed distinec and clear. I'lven tho iiiagiiili- 
cent [linea, standing in the blackness ot tliu 
night, high into the sky, like huge sentin- 
els, were made a factor in the general pic- 
ture. zVnd over all this little artificial 
world ot beautiful pictures spread the 
broad arch of heaven, with a wondrous 
white line on the horizon that betokened 
tho picsence of the Olympians. 

The gem of the whole picture— a fitting 
keystone to its surroundings — was the 
central stone-arched bridge across Good- 
acre Lake. Lining its graceful outlines 
with a fringe of bright colors, many lanterns 
wore ingeniously hung, bringing out un ef- 
fect of splendor and symmetry that culled 
forth many expressions of wondering ad- 
miration. 

And through these scenes of fairyland 
and uinong these glades lit up in colors of 
every hue, strolled ninny thousand people.

As 
it gels higher it forms itself into 
an elephant balloon, and the shrieks of 
delighted children ring out as it clumsily 
mounts upward until it is lost to sight anil 
becomes indistinguishable among the 
myriads of stars. It is followed by another 
balloon — this time a pig — which goes in the 
same direction. When it has diaajipeared, 
three more balloons rise slowly, this time 
of the ordinary shape, but containing large 
ijuuntitios of mixed tiroworks which form a 
splendid picture as they shoot out in all 
directions. 

When the balloon work had been com- 
pleted, a Bengal light illumination made 
the scene all over the Hill more lovely than 
ever. For six minutes a number of high 
lights burnt, changing color incessantly, and 
dazzling the ej'o with the bri'li incy of the 
ditl'erent hues presented. Then blazing out 
in u burst of splendor, right along the face 
of the Hill, shone forth the -wprds " Vic- 
toria's Greeting" in changing colored lights. 
The letters turned from white to u beuuiiful 
emerald green, and from the whole top of 
tho device came magnificent showuru uf lire 
and stars. Hardly had the beauties of this 
piece had time to form themselves in the 
minds of the immense crowd of onlookers, 
before a prismatio illumination, finer than 
any that has ever been presented on this 
coast, blazed forth. It changed quickly 
into a cross fire of Roman batteries tlia 
reached the full length of the grounds' 
■| hen slowly dying out diid fading into the 
darkness be^'ond, its centre was seen to 
glow aL;ain, and, hardly before the change 
could be realized, a \'ictoria star device 111 
.Mosaic of changing prisms sprang (uit, con- 
taining every color that the pyrotechnist's 
art has been capable of producing. 

Scarcidy had the efTect of this gone from 
the delighted eyes of the audience when a 
ill i;;i;eaiiiin illumination, more brilliant than 
aiiyiiiing that preceded it, was Hashed along 
the Hill. It was in the form of a pyrainid, 
but suihb'nly changed into an imnienBe 
finintain, throwing gold and blue sprays 
over the entire piirk, aud bursting again in- 
to a pyramidal form us atfirst. 

The next item was provocative of a good 
deal of amusement. It wus a representation 
of a performing acrobat on a horizontal bar, 
and the antics of the mimic V. A. C. miin 
were veiy comical.

This magnilieeiit .'^pectiielo as produced 
last night served to show how fur the sci- 
ence of pyrotechnics has gone, and how 
much that is beautiful aud impressive can 
be made out of gunpowder and chemicals. 
Three Spanish tliree-deokers, close hauled, 
decks nniniied, lights shining, and olBcors 
1/11 the poops, lay in front of one of Britain's 
old Hearts of Oak. Present'y the Britisher, 
hauling her Union Jack to her topmast, 
fired the first shot, and it was answered im- 
mediately by the Spaniards. Then begin e. 
close combat, the roar of guns, sniuke, 
and blazing of small arms making it look 
like a real sea fight. For several minutes 
the battle ruged, und gradually tbo S[ianisli 
ve.-isels were destroyed, Ihe band playim.;, in

THE FAIM SMX DISPABAGED. 

A great deal has been said and written of 
late years about the higlier education of 
woman and this has naturally led to a com 
pariaon of the intellectual powers of the 
two Hcxes. The advocates of women's 
ri|^hts have uiaiutiiincil tlint woumii is the 
intellectual equal of niiiu uud that the 
reason why she has not distinguished her- 
aelf more in the field of intellectual ex- 
ertion, is that man, taking advantage of his 
sup(;rior physical strength, and the social 
position which that superioi ity gave him, 
denied her tlio o])])orliiiiitiea of nieiUal cul- 
ture to whicli she has a right. Tliey also 
pointed to what eminent woman has done 
both in anoiont and modern times to prove 
that she is in no way the intellecliial infer- 
ior of man. And these arguments have 
been practically cIVectivc. Colleges for 
■women have been biiill and eiulowed, and 
professions and other intellectual occupa 
..tions have been opened to women. The op- 
portunities for improvement which the 
leaders of the women's rights movement de 
manded have been extended to woman and 
-alio is beginning to make a good use of 
them. There is less talk now than there 
used to be about impropriety and tho dan 
ger of women leavint; their "natural 
Bphere" and becoming man's competitor in 
the struggle for existence. We do not hear 
^ of Iier becoming "uusexed" and losing the 
beauty and tho grace which make her so 
•attractive. 

But now when tho battle for woman's 
rights is more than half won, and her claim 
•to intellectual equality witii man almost 
■wholly conceded, an eminent pliysician 
•comes along and tella in that physiologically 
■woman is in both mind and body inferior to 
as well as ditl'erent from man. He, speak 
ing as a physiologist, says that women are 
NDOt able to bear the mental strain necessary 
for close and continuous study, that if 
•she does too much thinking slie will be 
• come delicate in healtli and will lose her 
gooil looks. This old genlleiiuui— he must 
be old — threatens the woiU' n who try to 
cultivate their minds and to become as 
learned its the most erudite of tbestcrntr 
■aex, with loss of beauty and consequently 
•with loss of power to please and attract the 
Jorda of creation. This is a dire threat, and 
■WB are afraid that it will be effective. What 
won)an is there, no matter how strong- 
•niiuded she is, who can bear the thought of 
'•being Ugly and unattractive? If the choice 
as between her (and her baby's) good loolis 
•and her books, we are afraid the hooks will 
have to go. 

Sir James Crichton IJrowne, M.l)., 
LL.T)., F.R..S., Lord Chancellor's Visitor 
in Lunacy, is the gentleman who, before 
»he Medical Society of London, haa had the 
.'hardihood to declare that women are in- 
■tellectually the inferiors of men, and that 
•they are not fitted by nature to do liard and 
continuous brain work. lie, of course, 
ftii Iks le.irnedlj-, as such men ulwaya talk, 
and lio expects, no doubt, that everyone 
will take all he says for gospeL He in his 
address had the audacity to ask: " What 
will the next generation of English girls bo 
like ? " and his address contained tlio fol- 
lo^A'ing passage, whicli ladies will denounce 
-as coarse and impolite ; — 

" I saw a vision whicli luis haunted me 
-ever since. It was a score of sweet girl 
graduates from a celebrated colloge .stand- 
ing t/Ogtaher in a group on the platform of 
a provincial railway station wailing for 
■Lraius to carry them home at tlie end of tho 
term. Sweet tliey were, I (loul)t not; most 
'of them carried musijal instritmenis, but 
■they were not, upon the whole, the "fairest 
of the fair " to look upon. I am afraid I 
shall be called ribald and profane, but I 
ehould describe them as pintaloou-likc 
girls, for many of them hid a stooping gait 
and withered appearance, shranken shanks 
and spectacles on nose. Let us conserve 
tho beauty of oiir English girls very p al 
ously. I would rither they had lemained 
igiiorant of logarithms than that they luat a 
jot of it." 

This is dreadful. Hulks it true. Is the 
study of the higher Inanchcs of learning by 
women CLdeulated to proiluee the evils and 
the deformities that Sir J antes Crichton 
Brown vntentiona and suggests. His dicla 
are received with respect; by the London 
aiewspapers, but we would like to hear that 
some other physician equally learned and 
equally experienced has to say upon the 
Hubjcot before wo give implicit credit to all 
he says. Everyone knows that doctors 
•dilTer on many very important subjects, and 
,.\vliy not on this one as well as others. 



BMTI8S JUSTICE, 



Some of iho American newspapers admit 
the promptness with which justice is ad- 
ministered in Australia. Tho Deenung 
trial is in atriking contrast wilh the 
dilatory proceedings in murder cases in the 
United States. Deeming was arrested on 
the Ilth of March. Tho preliminary pro- 
ceedings, were thorough, and they were not 
•hiirried. He 'was brought to trial on tho 
2ith of April, and convicUd on the L'iiil of 
May. He wss sentenced on the !)th of the 
aamo month, and hanged on tho 'J.'frd. 
Kverything was done that justice recjuired. 
The trial was an endnently fair one. Deem- 
ing would not say . with any approach to 



truth that ho had not ample lime in which 
to prepare his defence. Yet from the time 
of his arrest to the day ot his execution, 
there were only seventy-three days. 

The San Francisco Examiner contrasts 
this promptitude with the dilat«riness and 
delay of American Courts of Justice. It 
instances tho Ooldorson case. "Oolderson 
shot and killeel Mamie Kellie on tho after- 
noon of November lUth, ISSG. After vari- 
ous delays, he was brought to trial Feb- 
ruary 21, 1SS7— 102 days after the crime 
had been committed. A jury was secured 
March 8— thirty-four days after the be- 
ginning of the trial, and 1.37 days from 
the date of his crime." But the trial did 
not go on by any means speedily after 
this. Delay was made on one excuse and 
another and time wasted. There was, too, 
an appeal to the Supreme Court, which took 
up a great deal of time, and although Gol- 
derson'a guilt w-aa as clear as daylight, he 
was not hanged until Septendier l-t, ISSS — 
GT'l days after ho had murdered the girl. 
"His victim," the Examiner says, "was a 
young school ^itl, and under such a systeiii 
of justice as that of Australia or England 
his trial would have taken two days, at 
most, and he would have been hanged inside 
of two months." Our San Francisco con- 
temporary appears •'•o he of opiiuon that 
the slow and uncertain admiHislraiion of 
justice in the United States encourages 
crime. And it is, no doubt, right. 

A DEMOCRATIC COyVENTION. 

The Demoorata of California held their 
late convention last week at Fresno. They 
chose ex-Senator ]\lurphy as Chairnum. 
There "Were 863 delegates present, and they 
had, evidently, a lively time. The Ameri- 
can as a politician is excitable and demon- 
strative, and tho Fresno delegates seemed 
to have spoken and cheered thetnselves 
hoarse. Cleveland was the favorite for 
Presidential candidate. The cheering when 
tho name of Grover Cleveland was meu- 
tioued was terrific. Tho correspondent of 
the Bulletin, who is Republican in his tenden- 
cies thus describes tho advantage taken of 
the entliusiasm for Cleveland by the orators 
of the convention: 

"Early on Tuesday the yotmg Cic'eros 
discovered that whenever they uttered tho 
name of the ' Stufl'ed Prophet,' it brought 
down tho house, and from the beginning to 
the end they did nothing but mouth 
tho cognomen of the ex-President. 
It was tho 'Great Crovor Cleveland' — 
(tumultuous applause) — tho ' Noble Grover 
Cleveland ' — (more applause) — ' our match- 
less leaders' leader, Grover Cleveland' — 
(loud applause) — and so forth, and so forth, 
if Cleveland had been within hearing, he 
would, undoubtedly have felt likp de- 
nying his name to see it used for 
such a base purpose as to extort clap trap 
cheers from enthused delegates." 

That tho name of tho ex-President could 
be so used is an indication of hb popular- 
ity, which cannot be mistaken. In fact, 
the enthusiasm for Cleveland was so great, 
and so general, that it bore down all oppo- 
sition. Men who went to the convention 
to oppose Cleveland, or to throw cold water 
upon his nomination, found it necessary to 
keep their disapproval to themselves, and 
to join in the shouting for Cleveland.. 

The first plank in the platform of tho 
California Democrats is a demand for tariff 
reform, and a hearty endorsation of the 
nomination of Cleveland. Ifere il is : 

Itc.iolveil, That the paramount reform 
now denuinded of the Federal Legislature 
is the reform of the tarill laws upon the 
basis of the Democratic platform ot ISSS, 
<o tho end that no money shall be needless- 
ly exacted from the industries andSneoessi- 
ties of ttie people, and that ' our imlustrial 
interests shall not be prejudiced by exces- 
sive taxation., false systems of tiiuinee, or 
extravagant cost of production. To tbi: end 
the McKinley tarifi'bill should be re[iealud, 
the essential raw material of American manu- 
factures should be imt upon the free list and 
a revised tarill' should be adopted with 
due regard for the rights of American labor 
and the preservation of our manufactures; 
that consistent with that issue and with 
this demand the sentiment of tho Califor- 
nia Democracy is overvvhelndngly for the 
reuomination to tho Presidency of the 
man who gave to his party intellectual poll, 
tical leadership and to tlu! country a pure 
and elevated udaiini.-itiulinii. 

"We declare our ('onvicl ion that the best 
interest.^ of the party and of tin,' country 
demand the nomiiiatiun of (.i rover Cleve- 
land as President, lie i.s the choice of this 
convention for that I'xaltcd position, anil 
we are cmlideiil thai, under his li.'adi'r.diip, 
the principles of DcTnoeraey will win a 
glorious victory, und to the eiol that the 
vote and inUuence of California njuy be 
most elTcctivcly heard and felt, the dela- 
gatcs this day chosen are din cled tu act as 
a unit in all matters intrusted to their 
hahgo, said action to be determined by 
ilie vote of the ninjority of the delugates." 

Our readers may conclude from this that 
reform of the tariff on the lines indicated 
above, is to be the main issue in the next 
'residential contest, and that Grover 
Cleveland will bo the standurd-boarer of 
the Democratic liarly. \Vc muy say here 
that in thi.s tho I )i;iJ)Ocral>i of California are 
in substantial agreement with the Demo- 
crats in all other parts of the Union. 

The Convention made no deliverance on 
the subject of free silver coinage. In 
one of the minority reports tlic action of 
tho Uepubliean Congress on tiio silver 
([ueslion was denounced and the principle 
of a double standard and free coinage 
affirmed, but after some discussion this 
report was withdrawn. The Convention 
acted wisely in this matter, for it is (juite 
certain that if tho Democrats go to tho 
country with free coinage in their platform 
they will be defeated, horao, foot, and 
artillery, no matter who their candidate 
may bo. 

Tho Convention condemns tho interfer- 
ence of railroad corporations in i)olitic.H, it 
deiiounecH the Iiohh Hystem in j)olitie.i and 
it is down on trusts and nou-tax-paying 
monopolies of all kinds. 

The politics of such near and such power- 
ful ueighbura as the people of the United 
States must be always of interest to Can- 
adians. We, on the North side of the na- 
tional boundary line, cannot h(Op being 
alTected to a greater or less extent by tho 
policy ■which onr neighbors adopt. The 



narrow and exclusive trade policy of tho 
Rcpuhlicans has inQuenccd Canadians, but 
not in the way that the disciplca of Mc- 
Kinley hoped and expected. They seem to 
have forgotten that unnoighhorliuess in- 
variably bogota alienation and;; unfriendli- 
ness.' The more liberal' trade policy of the 
Democrats, if they should happen to bo 
victorious in the conung contest, will have 
exactly tho opposite effect. We do not say 
that it will convert the Canadians to an- 
nexation, but it will certainly make the 
relations between the two countries ploas^ 
anter and more friendly than they have been 
since the Republicans fleolared. a war of 
tariffs against the Dominion of Canada.

THE VICTIMS 



Of the Di'owuiug Accident at the 
' ^„Qoree ^Laid-.at,. 



A Bisr .Turnout of Sympathizing: 
Friends aDd.>cquaint- 
., , aaceS; ". . , 



While thousands of people wero yester- 
day enjoying tho 73rd Birthduy of Her 
Mnjoaty Queen Victoriu, in every portion 
of her reiilnis.tlici'O were sorrowing hearts of 
loyal subjects tlio world over. Dcatli is no 
respoctor of persona, and hia grim visage ia 
bound to appear oven in the uiidst of merry- 
makers. Wany thousands of people visited 
Viotorift yesterday on pleasure bent, but, in 
the old and established quotation, "In tlio 
midst of life wo are in de.ith," they found 
that tho bier and its contents paraded tlie 
streets, though gaily decorated, and while 
liToly airs wero being played to loud on to 
the paths of pleasure; the solemn atniins of 
the Dead Maroh were leading to thu giavo 
the remains of one who was deservedly es- 
teemed by many in this city. It 
did seem a peculiar order of thingi to 
witnesg a, white pluiiieil hearso p.iajiiig 
throURli II route ileooriuud with gay hunting 
and every iiulicLUiciu of uiiith and holiday 
seeking. .Such waa the allotted fate of poor 
Joe Ivelly, one of tho n.ost popular and 
genial spirited of the Colonist "e!iaj)el," 
Ho wus acoidently drownod on Thursday 
last in u heroic cll'ort to a:u-o the life of a 
twenty-niiuutos' iic(juaint;incu, whom 
hia genial Irish cb.aiactcr had prompted 
to give a seat in hia boat eo as 
to save hini a tramp of a couple of niiloa. 
The detail.H of the drowning accident have 
already been given in tho Colonist. 'J'o 
appreciate tho real worth of the dece&sod, 
however, it was neccBsary to meet him, 
and those who had this pleasure turned out 
in full force yesterday morning to pay a 
last tribute of respect to one whom they 
had deemed it a privilege to know. The late 
Joseph Kelly was a now comer to this 
province, but his many excellent qualities 
established him as a friend worth having 
and hia acquaintance was consequently 
cidtivated. It was only natural, then, 
to find a big assemblago yesterday morning 
when the casket, literally covered with 
, floral contributions, left the houae of mourn- 
ing on Humboldt street, where the gricf- 
striokon relatives of tlv, deceased reside. 
The Victoria band headed tho solenm pro- 
cession, playing mournful music. 
Then followed the members of tho Typo- 
graphical Union and of the Young Men's 
Lutitnte walking two deep. Tho hearse 
was foliowed by a large number of carriaKca 
and friends on foot.-; 'The cortege proceeded 
to th(9 R. C. pro-Cathedral, where recjuicuin 
mass was celebrated by Rev. Father Kico- 
laye. The procession was re-formed and 
the cemetery reached, where the ceremouiea 
over the grave were conducted by 'Rev. 
■Father fio'thein. The grave was strewn 
with iloral wreaths, and as the assodate 
types and members of the Y. M. I. turned 
their backs on the spot there were many 
wet (yes. 

At seven o'clock yesterday morning tho 
bodies of Sharpe and Xorth, stokers on tlie 
Warspite, who were drowned ou tho sunie 
occasion, were interred in the ua\al burial 
grounds, Esquimalt, with due honors. A 
detachment from each of the war ships now 
in the harbor attended the funeral, and laid 
at rest two very popular members of tho 
flagship's company. 

' WAS IT INFANTICIDE? 

Bxorbitaiit Oiiarees for Burial Hay Hare 
Been the Cause of the Discovery. 

The body of tho infant found at tho old 
cemotary, under circumstances already de- 
tailed in the Colonist, still remains uuiden- 
tified, and not for a couple of days, under 
present arrangements, will it have a more 
respectable burial than that accorded it by 
.those who alone know the conditions under 
which it was barn. Several theories are 
propounded as to bow the child came to be 
placed in the position in which it was 
found. There are no marks on the body 
which would indicate violence; but then the 
birth haa not been regiatored, nor the death 
— a fact ou which those who pronounced it 
infanticide rely in support of their conten 
tion. No post mortem cxaniinatioi 
has been lield up to the present, and 
pending thia course it cannot bo natiafac- 
torily eatablished whether the child was 
still-born or not. There iiro, however, un- 
doubted indications that if the infant 
breathed tho breath of life, it was sadly 
neglected. The lungo have not been sub- 
jected to the usual teat — tliat of ascertain- 
ing if they have been inflated witli air. 
Many think that the ciiild waa still-born, 
and of poor parents, and hold that the 
mode of disposing of the body, under the 
eircumstancea, ia not so highly censurable, 
seeing that the necessary burial fees, at the 
very lowest calculation, would have been 
§8.75. Ohjeotion haa often been raised to 
the exorbitant foe for tho interment ..I r. 
still-born child, and it in a well-knoivn fuel 
that such children are frequently interred 
in vaoant, uuconsecrated plota, hy parents 
who cannot airjrd to incur an expense of f 5 
for a tiny spot in a graveyard, and an ad- 
ditional §3.75 for registering tho death and 
turning the two or three shovolaful of earth 
over the little corpse. The police are on 
the lookout for some clue in tne case, and , 
pending their action, the coroner hos in- 
struoted the undertaker to hold the body. 

JlEIlliSY lIUNi'lMG. 

The Case of Dr. KrliJKs bi tho Presiliyterla n 
lAssembly— Siiechil Order To-I)aj-. 

roKTLANl),May L'l. — The object for which 
the 1're.sby teriiins were invited to tliiu far 
Western city was that the church at large 
might see its great home missionary (iehl, 
Xhe Assembly occupied the forenoon with 
the subject of home misaions. Dr. Mc- 
pherson, of c;hicago, presented a report of 
the work of the past year. He urged the 
Asaombly to spend leas time over the doc- 
trinal questions, to be less penurious in of- 
ierings for home mission work, and to do- 
vote renewed labor to evangelization. The 
proposed Kith amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United States, providing that no 
state filiall appropriate funiia in aid of sec- 
tarian schooU, waa adopted withoutdebale. 

Just before thehourof adjournment, it 
was whispered that tho judicial committee 
would report on the liriggs case, and soon 
tho church waa crowded to tho doors by 
those who exjiected a debate on the ipica- 
tinn, which is cxcitinLT rresbytcriana all 
over tho land. Mr, Jh-igga wna a eloau 
listouor to tba proceedings. The appeal 
from tho prosecuting oonunittec ot the 
Presbytery of New Vork, against tho action 
of tho Presbytery in dismissing the case 
against Dr. Brigga, waa then re- 
ported on by the judicial com- 
miftoe. Tho majority report iiolda 



that tho appeal is well taken; that the 
prosecuting committee from tho New York 
Presbytery should l>o heard, and that Dr. 
liriggs should likewise bo given an oppor- 
tunity to present hia defense in peraon bo- 
fore the assembly. Tho minority report 
contends that tho appeal should bo enter- 
tained, and asks tho assembly to romand 
the case to tho synod of Now York, for 
adjualmeut. An eOort was made to liavu 
tho matter taken up and diacusaed at once, 
bub friends of Mr. Briggs' succeeded in 
having it go over till to-inorrow, when it 
will bo made a special order of the day. 
Tho presenters of both reports denied that 
they were antagonistic,, claiming they were 
acting simply.in accordance.with their views 
of church , Mnatlttttton.' ' ■ •

.Monsl^noi" O'Reilly Replies to the 
Methodist Ministerial Deuiuls 
of Its Identity. 



QiTKiiEO, Jlny 24. — Mgr. Marquia ar- 
rived hero the niy'it before last with the 
relio of St, Anao. Nobody hero has seen it 
yet except Cgkrdinal Taschereau, the mem- 
bors of his court and profeasors of Laval 
university, with whom Mgr. Marquis is 
stayin;;. Mgr. Marquis visited the shrine 
of St. Anne today, 26 miles from Quebec, 
where there is great desire to see iiud ven- 
erate the relio. The date of its public ex- 
hibition has not yet been fixed. It may be 
postponed till July 26, St. Anne's day. 
New York, May 24.— At the weekly 

■■ meeting of the Methodist ministers, yes- 
terday, one of the members snid it was 
strange that Protestants bhould Btand still 

■ ■while part of an alleged unn of St. Anne 
■was exposed to the worship of ignorant 
people in the Catholic church of St. Jean 
Baptiate. Ho thought that a protest 

. should be made. There was no proof, he 
said, that the so-called relio was really 
what it was pretended to be. ' Others 
spoke to the same effect. 

Monaignor Bernard O'Reilly, who was 
formerly the domcst'u prelate of Leo XIII., 
when told of the remarks, said : "The body 
of St. Anne was buried, accordmg to the 
BjUandists, in the tomb of the Blessed 
Virgin in Jerusalem. The legend in the 
south of France is, that when all the 
relatives of our Lord and the Virgin 
Miiry were l)anisbed from Pal- 
estine, lliey took the body of 
St. Anno; it was entombed in a subtor- 
anean chapel in the Cathedral of Apt, in 
the South of France, by the ISiahop of that 
See, in the first century. When Franco was 
invaded hy the barliariana the entrance to 
the chapel was walled up, and the evidence 
of ita existence was obliterated. InA.D. 
772 the vault was discovered and opened in 
tbe presence of Charlemagne, Archbishop 
Turpin and a great body of priests and 
nobles. On the cotlin wua inscribed; "This 
is the body of St, Anne; the mothor of the 
bleased Virgin Mary." A letter of Charle- 
magne to Pope Adrian I., concerning this 
discovery, is extant. The body has been 
kept ever since in the Cathedral of Apt, to 
the great glory of that city. The relic 
that was recently exposed in this city came 
from the right arm, which was sent to Rome 
to bo kept in the Monastry of St. Paul. 
"With respect to the Methodist ministers 
who criticized us," said Mgr. O'Reilly. "\ 
have only to say that they should go to the 
libraries and read for themselves of the 
proofs of the miraculous preservation of the 
body of St. Anne."

The &. 0. M. Speaks With Fire autl 
Eloquence for Seventy 
itiinutea. 



LoNDi^'r, May 21.— Tho liehato on the 
'local government bill dragt/cd along 
jt evening in tho House of Commons until 
William O'Brien, Nationalist, for the north- 
east division of Cork, made a hot att^'.jk on 
the government, covering its who'.o policy 
toward Ireland. Ho was follovjed on the 
floor by Rt. Hon. Joseph Cliaraberlain, who 
was interrupted freiiuently by jeers from 
tho Irish members and cries of "Oh!" "Oh! ' 
from tho Gladstonians. He said ho re- 
garded the mutter favorably because it 
to Ireland exactly what 
similar measures had given toKngland. llu 
ccnild not agree with tlio opiiositimi that no 
feguards were n€ces:sary to protect the 
property of the minority from the local 
tliorities, who practically would bi; the 
representatives of one p.ii-ty. The limita- 
ciona put by tlie bill on the local authcnitiea 
were indispensable, and ho would vote for 
the bill. [Derisive laughter among tho 
Irish members." 

Tim Healy replied to Mr. Chamberlain, 
niaiutaiuing that where the bill was not 
harmful it was ridiculous, und pointing out 
that even Balfour had been unable to say 
much in its faver. The grand jury system 
was to continue, fulfilling the very duties 
whieh had rendered it so ohno.Kious to the 
Irish people. After renewing Halfour's 
scheme in detail, Healy expressed the opin- 
ion that the bill was the most contemptible 
thing he bad ever seen in the House, and 
that no self-respecting Irishman could vote 
for it. 

IU. Hon. Mr. Gladstone waa ib.is evening 
received with hearty cheers when he arose 
in the House of Commoin to speak. He 
said that the bill stamped Ireland and 
Irishmen with the most ignominious in- 
equality as coin|)aree with (ireat Britain. 
Till) bill falsilies even the miserable con- 
tracteii relics of solemn pledges whereby 
the preaent mujority iu Parliament obtained 
the people's couimisaioii in 1S;G. It was a 
bill, the proiiiotors of which found it 
expedient to press upon the accept- 
ance of the people of Ireland by 
mouancing them with tho horrors 
of civil war if they should ilire 
to refuse the measures thus forced upon 
them. "What," exclaimed Mr. Gladstone, 
"was Lord Salisbury's speech at Covent 
Garden, but an incitement to civil war? In 
the whole domain of political literature it 
would be impossible to find an utterance 
iliaplaying more reckless contempt for the 
dictates of wisdom, prudence and sagacity. 
Tho Government has apparently ransacked 
tho past for all the most odious legislative 
precedents and combined them all in one 
measure, which it has presented to the 
people of Ireland as a generous fulfilment 
of the promises which the Ciovernment has 
inaile. No self-respecting man could servo 
in the Irish county councils in view of the 
monatrous restrictions of liia liberty of 
action. To sum up, the bill was branded 
in every clause with the stamp of inetjual- 
itj'. lOvery evil precedent in the past 
has been utilized by tho framera of 
the meaaurc, in order to lind pro- 
visions bad enough to suit their 
purposes. lOvorylhing uood in previous 
legislation has been left out, ever-j'thiiig bad 
inserted. The bill, Mr. ( !ladst<jne added, 
embodied tho refut>e of ])olitieal legislation. 
It was a nieusnre which no aelf reapectiiig 
nation could accept, Mr. tlladatoue spoke 
for bcventy minutes in all. He delivered 
his remarks with tire and eloquence und 
electrified tho Liberals and Nationalists, 
who cheered him at every point. 

Mr. Balfour got up, in his calm, cynical 
way, and was heartily received by the Con- 
servatives and Liberal Unionists. Ho said 
that the right hon. gentleman had dealt 
moat in terms of general abuse, but care- 
fully avoided indicating any specifications 
of evil or injustice in the bill. He had as- 
sailed the meosuse almost as severely as he 
used to assail tho Irish constabulary before 
that cr-nst-ibulary cb.owcd, in tho re- 
cent struggle between the Irish factions, 
that ilamenib'.rs were just as willing to risk 
their lives in protecting Mr. Gladstone's 
friends troin injury as they were in prevent- 
ihesQ friends from doing injury to 
others. Mr. I'alfour went over tho points 
of the bill, iirguing that it waa an eminent- 
ly proper iiiea.iure, and that the iiide- 
tinite abuse which it bad leceived at tlie 
IkuuIs of tho leader t f the Opposition was 
the best evidence that uo bound argument 
eoiiM 1)0 jiie-oiileii against any of its 
claiHcs. Tlie bill passed to a seonnd read- 
ing by a vote of .'iliO to 217. 

Except that Mr. Samuel Slorry, meniber 
for .Sunderland, voted with the government, 
llio vote on the Irish local governincut bill 
to-day was a strictly party one. The min- 
istry lind themselves really embarrassed by 
by the largeness of their majority on the 
measure.
